Art Impreſſion of this Book Jong fince di(- 
Peſed of, and a Demand for it flill jubſting, 
the Author was prevailed upon to offer this 
Second Edition; and he. undertooł it the more 
willingly, conſidering the Imper fections of the 
Firft, and that it was known to be bis. 1 
# had not been for this, the Pubbick would 
either not have ſeen this Edition, or without 
his Name to it, not being in the leaſt _— 
to be known as an Author. 

As to this Second Edition, though upon the 
 Jame Plan as the former, it is jo much i im- 
proved and enlarged, that it is in a Manner 
wholly new. Every Reign conſiſts of an 
Hiſtorical and a Deſcriptive Part; the firſt, 
deduced from our Laws, Hiſtortss and Re- 
cords ; the other containing 8 particular De- 
feription of the particular Coins, fuller, and 
more compleat than in the former Edition, 
beſides thoſe firuck by our Kings in Poreign 
Parts. He is, however, ſenſible of many 
Defects in every Article. Whoever under- 
takes 4 fall 2 compleat Hiflory of our 
Engliſh Money, ſhould view all the Cabinets 
of the Curious, which is attended with jo 


mach Trouble, and fach infinite Obligations,

that is ſufficient to diſcourage the moſt eager 
Antiquary (much more the Author) from 
undertaking it: And tho' he had ſeen each Cot 
lection, he would yet want that Leiſure, and 
Opportunity, to compare the Coins, which is 
abſolutely neceſſary. It is a Work, therefore, 
only to be undertaken by a Society of Anti- 
quaries, which would obviate all theſe In- 
conventences; and, by this Means, a com- 
pleat, beautiful, and correct Series might be 
exhibited to the Publick (as fome of the more 
ſearce and valuable Pieces have already been) 
which we can hardly expect to ſee well exe- 
cuted by any other Means As the Author 
has had little or no Information from the Col- 
lections of others, his Defects are the more 
pardonable, tho', he hopes, there will be found 
no material Errors; and Perfection in a 
Work of this Nature is impoſſible, even tho 
he had ſcrutinized every Collection, and con- 
ſulted all our Connoiſſeurs; for, after all. 

many Things muſt be left to Conjecture; and 

where he has given his Opinion, if will al.

SR > Account of Engliſh Money 
5 from the Norman Conqueſt, 
en it will be proper to ſay ſome- 
üer 5 thing briefly of the Money 
— in Uſe antecedent to that 
Time, with ſome other Web neceſſary to 
be previouſly diſcuſſed. 

Barter, or Exchange of one Commodity 
for another, is generally agreed to have been 
the moſt ancient Way of Traffick, till Ne- 

ceſſiy. the Mother of Invention, fornls out 
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INTRODUCTION. 
the Uſe of Money, as a common — 
for all Things. 

When, and by whom Money was firſt 
invented, 1s very uncertain; but probably 


it began 5 after Mankind multiplied upon 


the Earth, and had Commerce with each 
other. The Jeus, and ſome others, attri- 


bute the Invention to Tubal Cain, becauſe 


he is ſaid * #0 have been an Inſtructor of 


every Artificer in Braſs and Iron: But this 


will require a ſtrong Imagination to con- 
ceive; nor does it appear there was any 
Money in Uſe before the Flood; but after- 
wards it is expreſly mentioned in Scripture. 
Abimelech * gave to Sarah a thouſand 
Pieces of Silver, and Abraham © weighed 
four hundred Shekels of Silver, - currant 
Money with the Merchant, which he paid 
to Ephron the Hittite for a Place of Burial, 
TFoſeph 4 was ſold to the Midianite Mer- 
chants for twenty Pieces of Silver; and- 
Jacob's Brethren © carried Money into Egypt 
to buy Corn, which ſufficiently proves the 
current Uſe: of Money at that Time, in 
thoſe reſpective Places. Some think that 
this Money was ſtamped with the Figure of

a Lamb, becauſe in another Place f, Jacob 
is ſaid to have bought a Parcel of a Field 
of the Children of Hamer, for Centum Ag- 
nis, as the vulgar Latin has it, and the old 
Engliſh Tranſlation, an hundred Lambs; 
or Money ſo marked; and that they were 
Pieces of Money, is pretended to be proved 
from a Paſſage s in the New Teſtament ; for 
which Reaſon, and becauſe Money is men- 
tioned in other Places of the Book of Ge- 
nefis, our latter Commentators have made it 
Centum Nummis, or a hundred Pieces of Mo- 
ney. And a French Writer“ is ſo particu- 
lar, that he tells us they were real Money, 
like the French Mutons, and that Thare, 
Abraham's Father, graved the Stamps. But 
beſides, that this Money is ſometimes (as 
above) called Pieces of Silver, and Abra- 
ham paid his Shekels by Weight; the 
Name itſelf, from Shaka), to weigh, im- 
plies as much; for Money, at the firſt, ſeems 
to have been a Merchandize, exchanged or 
given for other Commodities. According 
do the Decalogue, the Jews were not to 
have, nor never had, the Repreſentation of

any living Creature upon their Money, to 
take away all Occaſion of Idolatry. It is 
alſo certain, that Payments were long after 
this made in Cattle; for thus Homer values 
the Golden Armour of Glaucus at one 
hundred Beeves, and the Copper Armour 
of Diomedes at nine; and the Greeks © were 
derived from Javan, the fourth Son of 
Zapeth, whence it is that Favan is ſome- 
times put for Greece, and Ogyges is ſuppoſed 
to have been contemporary with the Patri- 
arch Jacob. But Theſeus ', who reigned in 
Attica, about the Time of the Judges in 
Tjrael, coined Silver Money, with the Stamp 
of an Ox upon it. Afterwards the Grecian 
Kings and Cities, a great while before the 
Foundation of Rome, coined Money, both 
of Silver and Gold, with curious Heads and 
Reverſes, ſo exquiſitely performed, that the 
Romans hardly ever equalled it in their moſt | 
flouriſhing State. This Money the Greeks 
called Nomi/ma, of Nomos, becauſe it was 
ordained by Law. | 

In Taly, Janus w, the firſt King of La- 
ftium, who reigned ſeven hundred ears

before the Foundation of Rome, (about the 
Time of Ruth) or Saturn his Succeſlor, ſtampt 
the firſt Money there of Copper, having 
the Head of Janus, or of Janus and Saturn 
joined together by the hinder Parts; and on 
the Reverſe the Prow of a Ship: Which 
Money continued in Uſe till five hundred 
Years after the Building of Rome, when the 
Romans, having made themſelves Maſters 
of all Taly, coined Silver Money, and ſome 
Time afterwards Gold, having at firſt only 
Leather Money, in King Numa's Time, 
and plain Copper, without any Mark 
at all, till King Servius Tullus Firſt 
ſtamped them with the Figure of an Or, 
a Sheep, or a Hog; at which Time it be- 
gan to be called Pecunia, d Pecude. It 
was allo called Monetan, 2 Monendo, be- 
cauſe it does admoniſh us of its Name 
and Value; and from this Latin Word Mo- 
. neta, the Saxon Word Munef, our Money, 
the German Muntz, the French Monnoies, 
the Talian Moneta, the Spaniſh Moneda, are 
derived. 

Whether the Britons had any coined 
Money in theſe early Times, has been much

controverted amongſt our Antiquaries. C. 


Jar ſays , they uſed for Money, Braſs, or Iron 
Rings, ſized at a certain Weight, of which 
Kind Speed ? tells us he had ſeen found, 


and dug up in little Cruſes, or Pitchers of 


Earth ; but he is the only Writer, 1 think, 
that pretends to have ſeen any of it : Hows- 
ever that be, certain it is, there have been 
found in this Iſland, and are now extant, 
Coins of Gold, Silver, and Braſs, of vari- 
ous Shapes and Weights, which Camden * 
ſays he never could hear were dug up in 
other Countries, till of late, (1607) ſome | 
few were found of the ſameKind in France; ; 
which, however, is nothing extraordinary, | 


conſidering the Intercourſe between the two 


Nations, and that the Coins of the Britons 


are ſaid * not to have been unlike thoſe of 


the ancient Gauls. Speed deſcribes theſe 
Coins to be emboſſed outward, and Shield- 


Ike, whereon the Inſcription or Face is 


ſeen ; the Reverſe hollow; as they moſtly 
are, and thereon their Deviſe, hich is

commonly a Horſe, or ſome other Beaſt, a 
Ship, a Bird, or ſome barbarous unintel- 
ligible Figure. ” 

The Queſtion is, by whom theſe were 
coined, and for what Purpoſe ? Biſhop Ni- 
colſon * gives his Opinion flatly, that never 
any of the Britzſh Kings coined Money; 
that moſt of thoſe Britiſb Pieces, which are 
not Counterfeits, he takes to be Amulets, 
which were in Uſe among the Romans a 
good while after they came into Briton ; 
and the Amula, from whence they had 
their Name, was a little Drinking-cup, moſt 
probably of the Faſhion of theſe Coins: 
But he does not reſolve us why the Britains 
imitated the Romans in their Amulets, and 
not in their Coins, ſeeing, from the Time 
of Julius Ceſar, to that of Claudius, they 
lived under their own Laws, and were go- 
verned by their own Kings, 

Camden thinks, that after the Arrival of 
the Romans in this Iſle, the Britons imi- 
tated them: That this Sort of Money did 
not paſs current in the Way of Trade, but 
Was at firſt coined for ſome ſpecial Purpoſe ;

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That after Cz/ar hid impoſed a Tribste 
upon the Britons, and they were afterwards - 
oppreſſed with Cuſtoms, and other Taxes, 
for Corn-Grounds, Plantations, Groves, 
Paſturage oſ greater and leſſer Cattle, ſuch 
Coins were firſt ſtamped for theſe Uſes; for 
greater Cattle with a Horſe, for leſſer with 
a Hog, for Woods with a Tree, and for 
Corn- Ground with an Ear of Corn: Thoſe, 
With a Man's Head for Poll- money. I have 
thought (ſays he) that in old Time there 
Was a certain Sort of Money coined on Pur- 
poſe for this Uſe; ſeeing in Scripture it is 
called 7 ribute- Money: And I am the more 
confirmed in this Opinion, becauſe in ſome 
of the Brifz/h Pieces, there is the Mint- 
Maſter ſtamping the Money, with Taſcia, 
which among the Britons ſigniſies a Tri- 
baute - Penny: But he admits they afterwards 
came into common Uſe, and gueſſes them 
to have been ſtamped by the Britiſb Kings, 
as they have ſtamped on tend their Effigies

- Speed tells us , e to make his 
Eftate more reſpeted: * cauſed his own 
Image to be ſtamped upon his Coins, after 
the Manner of the Romans, who had new-

; 7 e up that Faſtion, Julius Cæſar 
being the firſt who had his own Stamp on 
the Roman Coins. This Cunobeline flou- 
riſhed under Auguſtus and Tiberius, lived 
ſome Time at Rome, and probably might 
bring from thence ſome of the Roman Cuſ- 
toms; and, reigning a long Time, had both 
Occaſion, and Opportunity, to coin more 
Money than any other, which is the Rea- 
ſon that we find ſo many of his Coins, and 
ſo few others. Some of theſe are coined at 
Maldon, his chief Place of Reſidence, having 
his Head on one Side, and upon the Re- 
verſe the Figure of a Man ſtamping Money, 
- which looks like ſome Improvement. Hence 
the Word Coyne 7 has been ſuppoſed to be 
an Abſtract of. Coynobeline, and not of Cu- 
neus, which had no Relation to a Mint, or 
coining Money, tho' afterwards uſed to ex- 
preſs the Stamps, or Coins. - | 

But if the Britons had learned the Art of 
Coining from the Romans, they would, tho- 
never ſo inartificially, have endeavoured to 
imitate their Manner of Coining; (where- 
as, by «their Form they are known to be 
Britiſh, no other Nation, ſays Speed *, 
ſtamping the like, except ſome few among

the Grecians :) And * inſtead of unintel- 
ligible Characters, as ſome have, we ſhould 
have had Roman Letters, ſuch as by ſome 
Coins of Caſſibelan and Cunobeline, we find 
they made uſe of after their Conqueſt. 


The Metal of which they are made, is 


likewiſe another Proof of their Antiquity ; 
the Gold *, for the moſt Part, being mixt 
Metal, or rather Native Electrum, ſome of 
Silver, others of Braſs, Copper, or Iron 
blanched over, From all which Circum- 
ſtances, it is more than probable, this Sort 
of Money was in Uſe before the Roman 
Conqueſt. And why might they not, in 


this, be ſuppoſed to have imitated the Phæ- 


nicians, who were the firſt that traded hi- 
ther, as well as they did, afterwards, their 
Conquerors, the Romans? For that this 


Hand was known to the Greeks much ear- 


lier than Mr. Camden is ſometimes willing 
to allow, is evident from a remarkable Paſ- 
ſage in Atbenæus ©, where he afſures us, 
that the Timber imployed in building the 


famous Ship, called Navis Alexandrina, 


and launched by Archimedes, particularly

the great Tree for the Main-maſt, was con- 
veyed out of Britain to Syracuſe, by Phi- 


las, a noted Mechanick of Tauromenium. 
In ſhort, if theſe are not Coins of the Bri- 


tons, it may be aſked, Whoſe are they ? 
For they were coined here, or brought in 
by the Phenicians, the Greeks, or ſome 
other trading Nation, which no Man has 


yet pretended to ſhew, But, at the ſame 


Time, upon the Teſtimony of Cæſar, it is 
probable, the Britons might likewiſe have 
their primitive Braſs and Iron Money a- 
mongſt them, eſpecially in the Inland Party 
of the Iſland, not enriched, or improved by 
Trade, the other being coined by their 
greateſt Princes, ag a Mark of their Wealth 
and Grandeur. 

When the Romans had extinguiſhed the 
Kings here d, they ſuppreſſed the Britiſb 
Coins, and brought i in their own as a Proof 
of their Conqueſt, Theſe were current 
here, about five hundred Years, from the 
Time of Claudius, unto Valentinian the 
Younger, and were coined either at Rome, 
Lions, or Triers; but Conſtantine erected 
a Mint at London, and a Treaſurer of the 


Mint, called Prepoſitus Theſaurorum Au-

guſtenſium, London being called Auguſta in 
the declining State of the Empire. We 
have a great many of theſe Coins of Con- 
ſtantine, which prove there was a Mint at 
London in his Time, probably * at the Re- 
queſt of Helena his Wife, who likewiſe 
perſuaded her Son Conſtantine to wall the 
Metropolis of this her native Country. 

The Roman Empire in Britain expired in 


the four hundred and ſeventy- ſixth Year from 


Cæſar's Landing, in the Reign of Valentinian 
the Third; after this, few of the Coins of 


the ſucceeding Emperors are to be found 


in theſe Parts. But it ſeems probable, ſays 
Camden *, their Coins were ſtill current here 
a long Time ; for there never, as yet, have 


been any Coins found of Vortiger, Vorti- 


 Aurelius- Ambrofius, Arthur, and 
others, who lived in thoſe Times. As for 
the Britons, or Welch, ſays he, whatever 
Jura. Majeftatis their Princes had, I can- 
not underſtand that they ever had any Coins 
of their own; for no Learned of that Na- 
tion have at any Time feen any found in 
Wales, or elſewhere. | 


Next to the Romans ſucceeded the Far- 


ons, who came into Britain about the Year

of our Lord 449. Their Coins s were not 


unlike thoſe of the firſt Race of the Kings 


of the Franks, who ſettled in France near 


the Time that the Saxons invaded England: 


Both Nations ſeem to have had the fame 


Language and Cuſtoms, and to have imi- 


tated each other, as in other Things, ſo in 
their Coins, both in Figure, Weight, and 
Manner of Stamping; but in this they dif- 
fered, that the Franks uſed more Variety, 


and frequent Changes, both of Allay, 


Weight, and Value in their Coins, and their 
Princes made thereof great Advantage, to 
the Prejudice of their Subjects; whereas 
this Nation has very ſeldom practiſed it, 
then, or ſince, for which, even the French 
Writers cannot help applauding us. 

Their Silver Coins were all Pennies, of 
different Sizes, as broad as our Groats and 
Six- pences at this Day, and made thin, to 


prevent falſifying, having on one Side the 


King's Head, and ſometimes his Name on- 
ly, and on the other the Name of the Mint- 
Maſter, or Governor, or Name of the Place 
where coined: Sometimes, inſtead thereof, 
a Monogram, a Scrowl, or other poor De-

vice; or (when Chriſtianity prevailed) 4 
Croſs: But that the Reverſe of their Coins 
was for the moſt Part quarterly divided l, 
for the Conveniency of breaking them into 


Half-pence and Farthings, is not true, for 


there are but few ſo divided: Nor was there 
any Need for this Practice, fince it appears 
by the Saxon Goſpels *, that they had Halt- 
pence and Farthings, which, perhaps, were 
of a baſer Matter. They had Copper Sty- 
ca's alſo ł, ſmaller than the Penny, having 
the King's Name on one Side, and Coiner's 
on the other, eight of which made a Penny, 
(as the Liards de France), and ſerved them 
for ordinary Change: Of theſe ', a vaſt 


Quantity was found at Rippon, in the Year 


1695, before which we had much fewer of 
Braſs than Silver. 


As to Gold Money, they * none of 
their own, but they had Foreign Gold 
Coins, called in Latin Bizantini ®, as be- 
ing coined at Conſtantinople, ſometime called 
Bigantium; for Dunſtan, Archbiſhop of 


Canterbury, purchaſed Hendon in Middleſex, 
for two hundred Byzantines. But all Be. 
zants were not coined at Bizantium ; for

before the Turks poſſeſſed that City, they 


had Scarrazin Bezants, as Meneſtrier * 
proves from ſeveral authentick Writers, and 
that they were the common Money of the 
Eaft. Afterwards they became current 
all over Europe, and from this general Uſe, 
the Word Bezant was applied to all Sorts of 
Gold Money, tho' not coined at Conſtanti- 
nople, (as Florin was afterwards) for we do 
not find the Bezant of any certain Value, 
but varying in different Places; ſome make 


their Value to have been a Ducato, or a 


Florin ? and Half. The Bezants offered by 
Henry the Second of France at his Corona- 
tion, were 2 about the Value of a double 
Ducat a-piece. St. Louis of France was 
redeemed for two hundred thouſand Be- 
zants, which were then valued at one 
hundred thouſand Livres; and a Piece of 
Gold valued at fifteen Pound, offered by 
our Kings upon high Feſtival Days, is called 
aà Bezantine, for no other Reaſon, but be- 
cauſe Pieces of that Denomination were an- 
ciently offered by them, as being the only 
Gold Coin then in Uſe: And in this Senſe

The Saxon Scilling, or Shilling * was 
— nominal, as Marks and Nobles af- 
terwards. In that Age, and ſucceeding 
Times, all Money-Accounts paſſed by the 
Name of Pence, Shillings, Pounds, and Man- 
cuſes; five of theſe Pennies made their Shil- 
ling, in our Money, one Shilling and Three- 
pence; Forty-eight of theſe Shillings their 


Pound, with us three Pounds; the Manca, 


Mancuſa, or Marca of Silver, the fifth Part 
of an Ounce, about our Shilling; the Man- 
ca of Gold their Thirty-pence, our ſeven 
Shillings and Six-pence. There was like- 
wiſe a Thri/ma ; which ſome have thought 
three Shillings, others the third Part of a 
Shilling; but Biſhop Nicolſon *, from King 
Athelſtaen's Laws, makes the Thriſma 
the fame with their Peningna, Fang, or 
Sceat. 

The Privileges of Coining the Saxon 
Kings communicated to their Subjects; for, 
according to Stow *, Athelſtane made ſeven 
coining Mints at Canterbury, four for the 
King, two for the Archbiſhop, and one

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for the Abbot : At Rocheſter thtee, two for 
the King, and one for the Biſhop : Beſides 
theſe, at London eight, in Wincheſter ſix, 
in Lewes two, in Haſtings two, in Chicheſ- 
ter one, in Hampton two, in Warham two, 
in Exeter two, in Shaftſbury two, and in 
every good Town one Coiner ; at which 
Time falſe Coiners loft their Hands by 
Law. Tho' by this it appears there were 
other Mints than the King's, yet it ſeems 
they had the Stamp given them to coin 
with, as incident to that Privilege. So 
King Edward the Confeſſor, confirming the 
Liberties of St. Edmund *, (St. Edmundſbu- 
ry) gave to Abbot Baldwin a Stamp, and 
Authority to have an Exchange, or Mint, 
and to coin in his Monaſtery. The Coins 
now extant prove this, and ſhew there were 
very few confiderable Towns withouta Mint; 
for befides thoſe particularly mentioned in 
Athelſtane's Law, there are Coins of Lincoln, 
Exeter, Norwich, Eveſham, York, Glou- 
cefter, Ipſwich, Derby, Briſtol, Shrewſbury, 
Worceſter, Waling ford, Thetford, and others. 

The Danes 7, whilſt they governed here, 
uſed the Saxon- like Penny, tho' they rec- 
koned by Ores, per Oras, which, tis

The Norman Kin gs continued to coin the 


fame Sort of Money as their Predeceſſors 


the Saxons, only a little lighter ; for ſome 
of the Saxon Pennies weigh above a Penny- 
weight, whereas few of theſe reach twenty- 
two Grains. 

Computation was made by Marks and 
half Marks, Ounces and half Ounces of 
Gold; and Silver, in Pounds, Marks» 
half Marks, Shillings, and Pence. The 
Mark of Gold was equal to an hundred and 
twenty Shillings of Silver, the Ounce of 
Gold equal to fifteen Shillings, the Pound

Pounds of Silver: But Purveyances * were 
changed into Money, and were collected by 
the Sheriff in the following Proportions. 
Bread for an hundred Men, one Shilling.

Provender for twenty Horſes, four Pence. 
Theſe being gathered by the Collectors, 
were paid in groſs into the Exchequer by 
Weight; and by Reaſon of the Lightneſs 
or Badneſs of the Money, it was ordained *, 
that the Fermes of Manors ſhould be paid 
ad Scalam, by paying Sixpence above. the 
Pound, or twenty Shillings, at firſt thought 
ſufficient to make good the Weight; but 
the Money afterwards growing worſe, Pay- 
ments were ordered not only to be made ad 
Scalam, but alſo ad Penſum, which was to

The Head 
or Buſt is full fac'd, with a Beard, tho 
William of Malmſbury, (and Stow, and 
others from him) pronounce him beardleſs. 
But however the Faſhion was in Norman- 
dy, he is always repreſented upon his Eng- 
liſb Money with a Beard. On ſome Coins 
the Buſt terminates at the inner Circle, but 
moſt commonly extends to the Edge of the 
Coin. The Head is crown'd, but diffe- 
rent from their Great Seals, where the Con- 
queror's (ſomething like the Confeſſor's) is 
rather a Helmet, with a Circle or Coronet

Harold, Cnut, Hardi-Cnut; ſometimes the 
radiated Crown, as Edward, Edmund Iron- 

| fide, and Edward the Confeſſor on ſome of 

his Coins, tho* on others, a Helmet, a 
Crown Fleuri, or Pearls upon Points, if 

we are not miſtaken in ſome attributed to 

that Prince. Mr. Selden * defcribes the 
Conqueror crowned with a pearP'd Diadem, 

Labels at each Ear, and ſomething like 

an Arch, that goes croſs the Head: But 

this Arch is only the Folds of the Cap, 

the Crown of the Head or Helmet, which 
appears ſometimes like one Arch, and ſome-

times like two: What he calls the Label, Will. I. 
is like the Drop of an Ear-ring on ſome Will. IL. 


Coins, appearing pendant from the Ears, 
or others from the Crown, and are ſome- 
times wanting. One Sort has the Congue- 
ror with a Sword in his Hand, another 
with a Scepter; one with two Scepters ; 
ſome without either, as will be afterwards 
more particularly deſcribed. The Reverſe 
of all have ſome Device of a Croſs, ſaid © to 
be ſo deeply impreſs d, that they might be 
eaſily parted, and broken into two Halves, 
which, ſo broken, they called Half-pence, 
and into four Parts, they called Fourthings, 
or Farthings. Stow calls it a double Croſs, 
in ſuch a Manner, that it might be eaſily 
broken; and Hoveden ſays , this Practice 
continued till Henry the Firſt. This (if 
true) was a pretty Device to deſtroy the 
Coin; for the Penny being, by Necefiny, 
commonly broken for Change, was no 
longer a Coin, and liable to be counter- 
feited with Impunity, melted down, or loſt, 
But, had this been the Practice, we ſhould, 
hardly have had any in our Collections at 
this Day: Beſides, the Story of the Croſs

IT. into Halves and Quarters, is diſproved by 
A the Coins now extant, whereon the Croſſes 
generally terminate at the inner Circle, and 
inſtead of being impreſs d, are imboſs d, 
which prevents their being broken equally: 
Nor is there any Thing like it, till Henry 
the Third made a double Croſs upon his 
Penny, who likewiſe coined ſmaller Pieces. 
The Croſs upon the Money was the com- 
mon Badge of Chriſtianity, which had 
been uſed ever fince the Converſion of the 
Saxons, and was practiſed by all Chriſtian 
8 Princes. As the Saxons had ſmall Monies, 
why might not the two firſt Williams have 
had the ſame ? tho' none have come to our 
Knowledge, for very few remain of our 
latter King's, whom we know coined wm 
Quantities of them.

where he thunder'd out his Anathema's, and 
interdicted the whole City. Euſtace being 
then at 79rk, and not able to perſuade the 
Archbiſhop to take it off, by his own Au- 
thority cauſed Proclamation. to be made, 
that all Divine Offices ſhould be performed 
as uſual, It is probable theſe Pieces were 
ſtruck during this Time of his Government. 


HENRY II. A. D. 1154. 


HIS King ſeems to have been the Henry II. 


firſt, from the Conqueſt, that made 


any conſiderable Regulations in Money Af- 
fairs. He ſupprefled * the Mints which 
every Earl and Baron had in King Stephen's 
Time, altered the Coin which was cor- 
rupted by Counterfeiters, by the Traporites 
or Uſurers, who were grievouſly puniſhed. 
He alſo granted Liberty of coining to cer- 
tain Cities and Abbies, allowing them one 
Staple, and two Puncheons at a Rate, with 
certain Reſtrictions.

Reign, that this Prince coming into Eng- OY 


land, in the Month of May 1149, in order 
to aſſert his Right to the Crown, made a 
new Coin, which was called the Duke's 


Coin ; what Sort of Money it was, we don't 


know, but it may probably be one of thoſe 


Pieces which are doubtfully aſcribed to the 


two firſt Henrys. But after the Agreement 
between him and King Szephen, Pieces were 
coin'd with both their Fig thereon, as 
has been ſhewn.

Rich. I. l ARD the Firſt is repreſented ra- 
1 ther as a Corrupter than a Refiner of 
our Engliſh Coin. He was no ſooner ſeated 
in the Throne, than he prepared to leave it, ⁵⁶ 
in order to perform the Vow he made be- 
fore his Father's Death, to go to the Holy 
War. To provide himſelf for this Cru- 
fade, beſides * ninety thouſand Pound of 
his Father's Treaſure, together with Plate, 
Jewels, and precious Stones, and * three 
thouſand and fixty Marks of Silver, and 
three hundred and five of Gold, that came 
to him by the Death of the Biſhop of E, 
he uſed a thouſand Shifts to gather Money, 
as if he never meant to return.

John. HIS King is faid to be the firſt that 
LEN. called in the Eafterlings, to reduce 
the Silver Money to its due Fineneſs, from 
whence it had the Name of Sterling; but, 

as I have obſerved before, Sterling was the 
known and approved Standard in England, 

in all Probability, from the Beginning of 
King Henry the Second's Reign, But King 
Jobn was undoubtedly the firſt who intro- 
duced Sterling Money in Ireland. In the 
Year 1210, ſays Sow, in the Month of 
June, the King led an Army into Ireland, 
expulſed Hugh Lacy, and brought all Je- 
land under his Subjection. This was in his 
eleventh Year, when John de Grey? (Biſhop 

of Norwich, and Lord Juſtice of Ireland) 
by the King's Command, cauſed Pence and 
Farthings (Stow 4 ſays both Halfpence and 
Farthings) to be ſtamped, of the ſame 
Weight and Fineneſs with thoſe of Eng- 
land, which had an equal Currency in both 
Kingdoms.

John. Henry, his Father, in a Parliament at Ox- 
os ford, granted him the Kingdom of re- 
land; and in the Annals of Ireland we 
read, that Johannes, Filius Regis, Dominug 
Hiberniæ, (as he ſtiles himſelf alſo upon 
his Seal) de dono Patris, venit in Hiberni- 
am, Anno ætatis ſuæ duodecimo; which will 
fall in the twenty- fifth Year of his Father's 
Reign, Anno 1178. Upon this Occaſion, 
no doubt, he aſſerted his Prerogative of 
colining Money, ſtiling himſelf Dominus 
Hiberniæ; which Title being granted to 
him, neither his Father nor Brother uſed.

London, beſides great Numbers in other 
Parts of the Kingdom, by which the King 
was a great Gainer: And ſometime after, 
a Stop being put to their Uſury, by the 
Statute de Judaiſino, they left the Kingdom 
for a Time.

fon, the King had thirty Furnaces at Lon- 
don, eight at Canterbury, (beſides three the 
Archbiſhops had there) twelve at Briſtol, 
twelve at York, and more in other great 
Towns; in all which Places the King's 
Changers, at certain Rates or Prices pre- 
{cribed to them, took in the clipp'd, round- 
ed and counterfeit Monies, to be recoined, 
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chants, and others, to be fabricated into 
new Money. At the ſame Time it was 
ordained, Quod proclametur per totum reg- 
num, quod nulla fiat tonſura de nova moneta, 
ſub periculo vitæ, & membrorum, & amis 
fronts omnium terrarum & tenementorum, Sc. 
And this new Money (as appears by the 
Red-Book) was made in the following Man- 
ner. Firſt, it was caſt from the melting 
Pot into long Bars, thoſe Bars were cut 
with Sheers into ſquare Pieces, of exact 
Weights; then with the Tongs and Ham- 
mer they were forged into a round Shape; 
after which they were- blanched, that is, 
made white or refulgent by - Nealing or 
Boiling, and afterwards ſtamp'd or im- 
preſs'd with an Hammer, to make them 
perfect Money. And this Kind of ham-

The Kingdom being thus ſupplied with

above ſix Pence, to be done of them as 


of the reſt. 
But becauſe Engliſb clipp'd Money, and 
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into the Realm, it was forbid ?, upon For- 
feiture of the Money for the firſt Offence, 
the ſame with all other Goods found for 
the ſecond, and for the third, Forfeiture of 
Body and Goods : And all Perſons having 
ſuch rounded or counterfeit Money, were 
preſently to pierce the ſame, and ſend it to 
the Exchange to be new coin'd, or other- 
wiſe to be forfeited. 

The King's Exchange 1 here mentioned, 
was near unto the Cathedral Church of 
St. Paul's, and is to this Day, commonly 
called the O/d Change ; but in Evidences the 
Old Exchange. The King's Exchanger in 
this Place, was to deliver out to every other

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the King's Dominions, their coining Irons, 
that is to ſay, one Standard or Staple, and 
two Truflels, or Puncheons, and when the 
ſame were ſpent or worn, to receive them, 
with an Account what Sum had been 
coined ; and alſo their Pix or Box of Aſſay, 
and to deliver other Irons new graven, &c. 
Afterwards, in a Parliament at Stebun- 
heath *, holden in the Houſe of Henry Wa- 
lets, Mayor of London, Pollards, Crokards, 
&c, were prohibited * to be brought into 
the Realm, on Forfeiture of Life and 
Goods, and Silver Coin or Plate prohibited 
to be carried out; and all who brought 
Money from France, were to carry it to 
the Table at Dover, and receive current 
Money of the Realm. The calling in of 
theſe Pollards t and Crokards, and the new 
ſtamping then again, yielded ſomething to 
the King's Coffers. Alſo, in his thirty-firſt 
Year, he revived the Statute of fifty- firſt 
Henry the Third, concerning Weights and 
Meaſures, whereby the Engliſb Penny, 
called a Sterling, was to weigh, as former-

He retained 
the Croſs and Pellets, but left off the Scepter 
and after his fixth Year the Mint-Maſter's 
Name, and inſtead thereof put civiTas, 
or VILLA, and was the firſt that added 
Dominus Hiberniæ, to his Stile upon the 
Coin; which is the more extraordinary, 
conſidering that King John and King Hen— 
ry the Third both uſed that Title upon 
their great Seals, and both. coined Money 
in Ireland: Yet no Mention is made of that 
Kingdom, even upon the 1ri/þ Coins, till 
this Edward added the. Title of Dominus 
Hiberniæ, which was continued, till Henry WW 
the Eighth changed the Title of Lord, for 
that of King. I 
The Pennies of the three firſt Edwards E 
are ſo much alike, that they cannot, with 
any Certainty, be known from each other; 
but following the Opinion of an eminent 
Antiquary , it ſeems generally agreed, 
place thoſe, having only the three firſt 
Letters of the Name to this Edward thoſe

HIS great Prince improved thoſe Edw. III. 
good Regulations of the Coin begun — 


by his Grandfather, who by the ſevere, but 


juſt Puniſhment of the Jews, in a great 
Meaſure put a Stop to Counterfeiting and 
Clipping. But, we find, it was {till prac- 
tis d by Foreigners to bring in counterfeit 
Sterling, and baſe Money, as Maile *, and 
Black-Maile, ſuppoſed to be of Copper. 
To prevent this it was enacted *, that'no 
counterfeit Money ſhould be brought into 
the Realm, upon Forfeiture of ſuch Mo- 


ney ; and that black Money ſhould not 


be current; And this proving ineffectual, 
another Statute * awards an Exigent againſt 
Bringers in of falſe Money, if they could

Flengiſh Coins, ( Groſſes or others) as were 
of the like Allay: But in his „ 
Year, the Nation having Plenty of new 
Money, Merchants bringing Silver or Gold 
to the Exchanges, were permitted to carry 
out as much of the new Bullion but not 
old Sterling. Beſides the Money brought 
in by Trade, the King is ſaid * to have 
made great Profit by the Silver Mines at 
Comb-Martin in Devonſhire. As to the 
Coinage of the Money; In his ninth Year, 
it was ordained 5, that Exchanges ſhould 
be made where it pleaſed the King and 
Council, and the Year following! Pence 
and Halfpence were coined by Order of 
Parliament. And beſides the King's Mints, 
the Charter-Mints contributed not a little 
to anſwer the publick Occaſions. An Au- 
thor * gives us the Form of a Writ upon 
one of theſe Grants, for coining Money, as 
follows.

that when this Privilege of Coining was firſt Edw. III. 
granted, there was no greater Coin than a 
Penny, nor was there, even at the Time of 
this Writ, any larger in common Uſe; and 
afterwards we have Half Groats of the Bi- 
ſhops Mints: But the laſt Conjecture is un- 
doubtedly true; for the Statute of the ninth 
of Edward the Third, which provides a- 
gainſt the melting down of Sterlings, Half- 
pence, or Farthings, makes no Mention of 
Groats, which it would certainly have done, 
had ſuch Pieces been then current; and 
therefore, in the next Reign, when this 
Statute was confirmed, Groats and half 
Groats were added. 
In his eighteenth Year there was a new 

Coinage *, both of Gold and Silver, which 
was to be made in the City of York, or elſe- 
where, where the King ordained, in ſuch 
Manner as it was made in the Tower of . 
London. This new Money ſeems to have 
been baſer or lighter than the old, and not 
very acceptable to the People, becauſe the 
ſame Year it was enacted, that no Man 
ſhould be compelled” to take the new Maney 
of Gold or Silver, which the King had or- 
dained to go in Payment, at a certain Price,

looks as if Groats had been then coined. 
But, beſides that our Hiſtorians place it 
much later, we have a Record! in his 
twenty-fifth Year, where it is ſaid, that, 
by the Advice of his Privy Council, the 
King cauſed to be made new Silver Mo- 
ney, vig. one Money to be called a Groat, 
of the Value of four Eafterlings, and one 
Demy-Groſs, of the Value of two Eaſter- 
lings, to be current with our Monies of 
Eafterling, Maille, and Ferling. 

So that tis probable, the new Silver Money 


here mentioned was made lighter, raiſing the 


Value of the Silver in the Coin to twenty- 
two Shillings and Six-pence, as it continued 
ſome Years afterwards : For,

William Edington, Bi- 
ſhop of Wincbeſter, and Treaſurer of Eng- 
land, a wiſe Man, but loving the King's 
Commodity, more than the Wealth of the 
Realm and common People, cauſed a new 


Coin, called a Groat, and Half Groat to be 


coin'd; but theſe were of leſs Weight [in 
Proportion] than the Pence called Eafterlings, 
by Reaſon whereof Victuals and Merchan- 
dize became the dearer through the whole 
Realm: Whereupon a Statute was made in 
the Parliament then held at V eſtminſter, to 
reduce the ſame to the former Rate, which 
was given before the late great Mortality. 
The Statute ? directs, that the Money of 
Gold and Silver, which now runneth, ſhall

And, by the fame Statute, 
the Officers of the Mint were to receive 
Plate of Gold and Silver by Weight, and 
in the fame Manner to deliver the Money, 
when made, by Weight, and not by Num- 
ber. But that Part of the Statute for put- 
ting the Money in the ancient Eſtate, was 
not obſerved; for, by Indenture * in the 
twenty-ſeventh of Edward the Third, a 
Pound Weight of Silver, of the old Ster- 
ling, was to make by Tale ſeventy-five 
Groſſes, (or Groats) amounting to twenty- 
five Shillings, a hundred and fifty half 
Grofles going for two Pence a- piece, or 
three hundred Sterlings going for Pence a- 
piece, and Henry Briſſel was Maſter and 
Worker. By this Indenture, the Groat 
was to weigh three Penny- weights, four 
Grains, three Quarters. The like in his 
thirtieth and thirty-ſeventh Year, only add- 
ing half Sterlings, fix hundred to the 
Pound; and the ſame in the forty-ſixth 
Year, when Bardet de Malepylys of Florence

our Monarchs that coined Gold Money, 


imitating therein the neighbouring Princes, 
who had done the like ſome Time before. 
Why they ſo long forbore to coin Gold, I 
know not (ſays Camden ) unleſs it were of 
Ignorance, for I think it proceeded not from 


the Law of Juſtinian the Emperor, who 


forbad foreign Princes to coin Gold. But 
ſurely it required no more Skill to coin 
Gold than Silver ; and from the Year 1252, 
if not much ſooner, Florins of Gold were 
every where current. The Reaſon why 
they did not coin Gold Money of their own 
ſooner, ſeems to be, becauſe they had no 
Need of it. A few Florins were ſufficient 
for ordinary Payments, and for extraordi- 
nary, Bullion beſt anſwered the End of 
Money. But as the Price of all Things in- 
creaſed, the Coin was augmented in Pro- 


portion. Thus the Penny grew up to a 


Crown, and Silver was turn'd into Gold, 
which now does little more than ſupply the

By this Injunction, as 
well as the Reaſons alledged for this new 
Coinage, it is plain the Coin was made 
lighter, Stow ſays ?, it was abated in 
Weight, and yet made to paſs at the former 
Value, and that the old Noble was worth 
much above the taxed Value of the new. 
He does not tell us what the Difference was; 
but as no Reduction of the Coin is men- 
tioned afterwards, during this Reign, 

was doubtleſs as we find it in the Inden- 
ture à with Henry Briſſel, Maſter Worker, 
in the twenty-ſeventh Year, | whereby a 
Pound of Gold of the old Standard was to 
make forty-five Nobles, or a proportionable 
Number of half or quarter Nobles, amount- 
ing to fifteen Pound, the exact Value of 
the Florences, which had formerly been 
refuſed by the People, and called in, as bad 
or light Money.

Money of Gold and Silver then current, 
ſhould not be impaired in Weight nor in 
Allay, but as ſoon as good Way might be 
found, the ſame ſhould be put in the an- 
tient Eſtate as in the Sterling ; but the lat- 
ter Part was never regarded, for we find the 
fame Proportions obſerved in all the ſubſe- 
quent Indentures of this Reign. 

The Nobles firſt coin'd, as we have 
ſhewn, in the ſeventeenth Year of King 
Edward the Third, were ſo called from 
their Purity and Excellency, being eſteemed 
the nobleſt and beſt Coins then extant; and 
being of the Value of ſix Shillings and eight 
Pence, from thence the half Mark, or fix 
Shillings and eight Pence in Account, was 
afterwards called a Noble. The Occaſion 
of ſtriking this famous Coin, was not, as 
Rapin * invidiouſly ſuggeſts, to perpetuate 
the Memory of an Action of little Impor- 
tance, namely for clearing the Channel of 
(what he calls) a few Corſairs, (which, 
nevertheleſs, was a memorable Action) for

N the ſecond Vear of this K ing, the Sta- 

tute of the fifth of Richard the Second was 
renewed, prohibiting the Tranſportation of 
Gold and Silver in Money or Bullion, with- 
out Licence, and the Money of Scotland, 
and of Flanders, and other Countries be- 
yond the Seas, were to be voided out of 
England, or put to Coin, by the Chriſtma; 
following, upon Pain of Forfeiture. The 
Merchants at Calais to do the like by fo- 
reign and Scorch Money there. But this 
laſt had no Effect for Want of a ſufficient 
Quantity of ſmall Money for common Uk, 
And therefore, two Years afterwards, the 
Commons prayed an Ordinance to reme- 
dy the great Miſchief for Want of Maille 
and Farthings, and by that Means of the 
Uſe of Foreign Money, as Maille of Scot- 
land, and others called Galley Halfpence, 
and clipp'd Halfpence, and in fome Places 
of Leaden Tokens. It was thereupon 
enacted , that the third Part of all Silver

. Theſe Galley Halfpence were a Coin of 
Genoa ©, brought in by the Galleymen, or 
Men that came up in the Gallies with 
Wine and Merchandize, and thence called 
Galley Halfpence, broader than the Eng- 
liſb Halfpenny, but not ſo thick, and pro- 
bably baſe Metal, becauſe two Years after- 
wards a Statute | was made to confirm the 
former Law, conſidering the great Deceit, 
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Hen. IV. as well of the ſaid Galley Halfpence, as 
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other Foreign Money. 

We have but one Indenture for Coinage | 
in this Reign in Lownds, which is in his 
third Year, being the ſame as the twenty- 
ſeventh and following Years of Edward the 
Third, and eighteenth of Richard the Se- 
cond, But Sto ſays, that in his thirteenth 
Year, Anno 1411, he cauſed a new Coin 
of Nobles to be made, fifty to the Pound;

N the firſt Parliament of this Reign, Hen. VI. 
the State of the Mint was taken into . 
Conſideration, and the Lords of the Coun- 
cil were impowered to appoint Maſters and 
Workmen, to make Money of Gold and 
Silver, and to hold the Exchanges in Tort, 
Briſtol, and any other Places they ſhould 
think neceſſary; and all * Gold and Silver 
brought to the Exchange, was to be ſent 
to the Mint to be coined ; hereupon Mints 
were erected in divers Places. The next 
Year * Blanks were forbidden to be receiv'd 
or paid, upon Pain of the Statute of Henry 
the Fifth, againſt Galley Halfpence, Suſe 
kins and Dotkins, | 

And whereas King Henry the Fifth or- 
dained a Mint at Calice, whereby great 
Subſtance of Money of Gold and Silver 
had been brought into the Realm, which 
was daily carried out to Bourdeaux, Flan- 
ders, and other Places; the old Statutes ?, 
provided in that Behalf, were enjoined to 
be duly executed, on -Forfeiture of ſuch

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diers, or Priſoners. And to the Intent that

Mint, was aſcertained by Statute *; and 
the Maſter enjoined to receive all Silver 
brought to him, at the true Value, and to 
coin all 8 brought thither; and to 
cauſe to be ſtricken from Time to Time, 


half Nobles, and Farthings of Gold, Groats, 


half Groats, Pence, Halfpence, and Far- 
things, according to the Tenour of the In- 
denture made between the King and him; 
ſo that the common People might have 
Recourſe to the Exchange for ſmall Gold 
and white Money.

The two Nobles, called Ryals, borrowed 
that Name no Doubt from the French Ry- 
al or Royal (fo called © from the Figure of 
the King thereon in his Royal Robes) and 
it was very proper they ſhould obtain a 
new Name, when they were no longer a 
Noble in Value. It muſt have created 
great Confuſion to have had Nobles in Ac- 
count, and Nobles in Specie, of different 
Values. For the fame Reaſon the new 
Species of Money coined at the fame Time, 
called Angels, being the Value of a Noble, 
were called * Noble-Angels. 

The Rial Nobles are like the old Nobles, 
only a little broader, having a ſquare Flag 
at the Stern of the Ship, with the mal 
Letter E. in the old Engliſb Character, and 
the Addition of a Roſe s upon the Side of 
the Ship, different from all the Nobles 
coined before; from whence they were 
called Roſe-Nobles, or Roſe-Rials. Some 
of theſe are likewiſe mark'd with the ini- 
tial Letter of the Name of the Place of

N the firſt Voir of King Henry the Hen. VII. 
Seventh, is an Indenture *, dated the 
fourth of eter: with Sir Giles Dawbe-+ 
ney, Knight, and Bartholomew Read, Maſ- 
ters and Workers of his Majeſty's Montes 
in the Tower of London, Realm of England, 
Town of Calis, and Marches of the ſame, 
whereby a Pound of Gold of the old Stand- 
ard was to make forty-five Rials, at ten 
Shillings each; half Rials, and Rial-Far-

There is another 
like Indenture with John Shaw and Bar- 
tholomew Read, Maſters and Workers, bear- 
ing Date the twentieth of November, in his 
eighth Year; and Lownds * mentions ano- 
ther in his ninth Year with Robert Fenrg- 
ther and William Read, Maſters and Work- 
ers, all for coining the ſame Species, and 
of the ſame Goodneſs and Value, which 
continued all this Reign. But, beſides theſe, 
were coined Pieces called Sovereigns, and 
half Sovereigns, for ſuch are mentioned in 
the Statute * in the nineteenth of Henry 
the Seventh, relating to the Coin ; but when 
they were firſt coined does not appear, for 
they are not mentioned in any Indenture 
that I have ſeen of this Reign.

It was therefore now 
enacted, that no Finer ſhould fine Gold or 
Silver, nor ſell to any Perſon, but to the

upon it. Alſo the Statute of the ſeven- 
teenth of Edward the Fourth againſt tranſ- 
porting Money or Plate was revived, and 
the Forging of Foreign Coin, allowed to 
be current in England, was made Treaſon. 
A Law very ſuitable to this provident King, 
who is ſaid ® to have left behind him fifty 
and three hundred thouſand Pounds in rea- 
dy Money, moſt of it in Foreign Coin. 
In his nineteenth Year, the Coin, but 
chiefly the Silver, was ſo impaired by clip- 
ping and counterfeiting, and bringing in of

intimate. We are told ſuch were diſtri- 
buted at the Coronation of Queen Mary, 
and Sovereigns were coin d in every Reign 
afterwards to King James the F irſt inclu- 
ſive. 

Theſe Sovereigns have the King's Figure 
in his Royal Robes, the Crown on his Head, 
Scepter in his Right-hand, and Orb in his 
Left, ſitting upon his Throne, under a Ca- 
nopy of Gothic Work, the Back of the 
Throne Net-work, and Sem? de Lis.

Beſides the Engliſh Gold Coins, there is 


a curious Piece ſtruck by this King in France,

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This has the King's Figure, ſtanding in a Hen. VII. 
Ship, like the Engliſh Rial or Noble, the 
Side of the Ship being charged with Roſes, 
and the King crown'd with a double-arch'd 
Crown Fleuri; at the Head of the Ship a 
Banner, inſcribed with the initial Letter of 
his Name, and at the Stern another Banner 
of the Dragon, the ancient Brztz/h Stand- 
ard, which, as deſcended from Cadwalla- 
dar, he uſed at Boſworth, and after the 
Victory offered up at St. Paul's. This red 
Dragon he likewiſe uſed for one of his Sup- 
porters, and commemorated by the Inſtitu- 
tion of Rougedragon, Purſuivant at Arms. 
Epigraphe, HENRIC. DI. GRA. REX. ANG, 
Z. FRANC, DNS. IBAR, Reverſe, the double 
full-blown Roſe, like the Sovereign, and the 
fame Legend, but with the ſingle Arms of 
France in the Center. . 
This Piece, from the Stamp of the Rial 
on one Side, and Roſe on the other, may 
not improperly be called a Roſe-Rial, and 
by the Value might either be a Rial, or a 
half Sovereign.

HE State of this King's Money was, H. VIII. 
like his Mind and Humour, very —— 

3 and uncertain. In the Begin- 
ning of his Reign he imitated his Father in 
his Coin, but aſterwards both Gold and 
Silver were debaſed; Henry the Eighth, 
firſt of all the Kings of England”, „ mixing 
the Money with Braſs, to the Diſhonour of 
the Kingdom, and the Damage of his Suc- 
ceſſors and People, leaving thereby a no- 
table Example of Riot and Prodigality, 
conſidering that his Father left him more 
Wealth than any other King of England 
ever left to his Succeſſor. 

In his firſt Year is an Indenture with 
William Lord Montjoy, Maſter of the King's S 

Mints in England and Calis, for coining 
Money of the ſame Goodneſs and Value as 
his Father's, viz. Ryals, at ten Shillings 
each, forty-five to the Pound ; half Ryals 
and quarter Ryals, Angels, ſixty-ſeven and 
half to the Pound, at ſix Shillings and eight 
Pence each, and Angelets ; and of Silver,

old Standard twenty-three Carrats, three 
Grains and a half fine, and half a Grain 
Allay, and the Silver of eleven Ounces two 
Penny-weights fine, and eighteen Penny. 
weights Allay, which is called the old right 
Standard of the Sterling of England, 
In his fifteenth Year it was enacted *, 
that of every hundred Pounds worth of 
Gold coined at any Mints within the 
Realm of England, (except York, Dureſm, 
and Canterbury) twenty Pounds thereof 
ſhould be in half Angels, commonly called 
Pieces of Gold of forty Pence, and every 
hundred Pounds worth of Silver ſhould be 
coined half into Groats, twenty Pounds in 
halt Groats, called Pence of Twopence, 
ten Marks in Halfpence, and five Marks in 
Farthings: And all Perſons bringing Bul- 
lion to the Mint to be coined; under the 
Value aforeſaid; were to receive the tenth 
Part -in Halfpence and Farthings. And, 
becauſe Halfpence and Farthings had fo 
near a Reſemblance to each other, being 
ſtruck with one Coin, that the common

for ſuch are extant, and by their Weight 
belong to this Prince. 
In his eighteenth Year there was a great 
| Scarcity of Money, and the Cauſes being 
enquired into, it was found to be owing to 
the Tranſportation that had been made into 
the Low Countries, and the only Remedy 
found, was to raiſe the Money at Home, 
to the ſame Price it paſſed at abroad. Hi- 
therto we are told the Angel-Noble was 
the ſixth Part of an Ounce, in Value ſix 
Shillings and eight Pence, which in Silver 
was two Ounces. Thus the Proportion of 
Silver to Gold was twelve to one. Again, 
(ſays our Author) an Ounce of Silver (or 
half Angel) paſt for three Shillings and 
four Pence; ſo twelve Ounces, or a Pound, 
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H. VIII. was juſt forty Shillings, but the fixth of Sep. 
tember, by Proclamation, the Value of both 
being raiſed one tenth Part, the Angel was 
ſevenshillings and four Pence, which was the 
Value it then paſſed at in the Lom Coun- 
tries; the Royal eleven Shillings, and the 
Crown, (meaning * the old French Crown) 
at four Shillings and four Pence ; and con- 
ſequently the Ounce of Gold was forty-four 
Shillings, and the Ounce of Silver three 
Shillings and eight Pence, the Proportion 
being (ut ſupra) twelve to one. The Be- 
nefit of this ſoon appeared, that the fifth of 
November following, there was another 
Proclamation, raifing the Money one for- 
ty-fourth Part; ſo that the Angel was 
ſeven Shillings and fix Pence, the Ounce 
of Gold, forty-five Shillings, and the Ounce 
of Silver three Shillings and nine Pence; 
and by this Means much of our Gold was 
brought back again. 
By this it. appears, that the Gold Money 
had been leſſened in Weight long before 
his eighteenth Year, in the following Pro- 
portion, viz. the Angel from ſixty-ſeven 
and a half to the Pound, making twenty-

In his twenty-ſecond Year, an Author 
tells us d, Cardinal Moolfey had a Commil- 
fion granted to him for the Alteration of 
the Coin, which brought in great Confu- 
fion among the Values of Money ; and, to- 
gether with the exceſſive Quantities of Gold 
and Silver, about that Time brought into 
Chriſtendom from the Weſt-Tndies, was the 
Occaſion that the Statute of Labourers and 

_ Servants was no further obſerved ; the Prices 
of all Things being inhanced, they could 
not live upon their Statute Wages : But 
this ſeems to be a Miſtake throughout, for 
the Cardinal was impeached in the twenty- 
firſt of Henry the Eighth, and there was 
no Alteration in the Money from his eigh- 
teenth, till his thirty-fourth Year.

So that his Crime was not for coining Mo- 
ney with the Cardinal's Hat thereon, for 
the ſmaller Coins, which bore the ſame 
Stamp, are not taken · Notice of, but for 
coining Groats, which had never been 
done by any Subject before: But as to 
ſmall Money, it had been immemorially 
coined in the Biſhop's Mints at Canterbury, 
York, and Durham. But this Power 
dwindled away with the Pope's Authority 
here, and was diſcontinued after this Reign, 
Edward Lee, Wolſey's Succeſſor, being the 
laſt that uſed this Privilege. 

The King had likewiſe a Mint at Vork, for 
there is a Groat, with civiTAs.

were continued by the Guardians of King 
Edivard, to the great Diſhonour of the 
Realm, and Injury of the People, till this 
young Prince, with an Application beyond 
his Years, ſet himſelf to the remedying this 
Inconvenience, which yet was not effected 
till towards the Cloſe of his Reign. | 
His firſt Coinage was like the laſt, a

The next Year, by Indenture , a Pound 
Weight of Gold, of the old Standard afore- 
ſaid, was eoined into thirty-ſix Pound by 
Tale; and a Pound Weight of Crown Gold 
into thirty-three Pound by Tale, in the ſe- 
veral Species as before-mentioned; and a 
Pound Weight of Silver of eleven Ounces 
one Penny-weight fine, and nineteen Penny- 
weight Allay, was coined into three Pound 
by Tale, vis. in Crowns, half Crowns, 
Shillings, Six-pences, Three-pences, Pence, 
Halfpence, and Farthings.

juſt Value, as the Teſtoon ſet at two Penee 
Farthing, her Majeſty will allow for every

Pence in Reward, which is rather more than 
they are worth being melted; fo that her 
Majeſty, who, ſince ſhe came to the Crown, 
never gained any Thing by any Coinage, 
nor yet ever coined any Manner of baſe 
Monies for this Realm, will not now de. 
termine to leſſen the Honour and Fame, 
that ſhe ſhall, with ſmall Loſs or Gain, re- 
cover, by this noble Act to benefit het 
Realm and People:

In the mean Time, ſome cond Laws ® 
were made to prevent the Currency of bad 


Money; it was made Treaſon to clip, waſh, 


round, or file any Coin current in the 
Realm by Proclamation; and Miſpriſion of 
Treaſon, falſely to forge or counterfeit any 
Gold or Silver Coin, though not the proper 
Coin of this Realm, or permitted to be 
current; but other Arts and Inventions be- 
ing deviſed to evade the Law, it was fur- 
ther enacted ® in her eighteenth Year, That 
by any Art to impair, diminiſh, falſify, ſcale, 
or lighten the proper Monies of this Realm, 
or permitted to be current by Proclamation, 
ſhould be Treaſon, - But all was not ſuffi- 
cient to prevent this Practice; for two Years 
after, one John de Loy, a Prenchman,

The Neceſſity of coining Copper Money 
at this Time, appeared, by the prodigious 
Quantity of private Tokens of Lead and 


Braſs, which every Tradeſman made and 


paid for Halfpence. Sir Robert Cotton * 
reckon'd there were above three thouſand 
Retailers of Victuals and ſmall Wares, in 
and about London, that uſed their own To- 
kens; that, one with another, coſt yearly 


five Pounds a-piece, whereof the Tenth 


remained not to them at the Year's End; 
and when they renewed their Store, - it a- 


mounted to fifteen thouſand Pound, be- 


ſides what was in other Parts of the King- 
dom.

HE laſt Indenture, of the twenty- Charles J. 
firſt of King James, with Sir Ran 


dill Cranfield, Maſter- Worker of the Mint, 
being determined by his Majeſty's Deceaſe, 
a Commiſſion ® was iſſued five Days after to 
Sir Edward Villiers, and Sir William Park- 
hurſt, Knights, Wardens of the Mint, and 
others, impowering them to coin all Bullion 
of Gold and Silver brought to the Mint, and 


to continue the ſame Stamp till others could 


be provided, in the ſame Manner as the 


ſaid Sir Randill Cranfield ſhould have done 


L by the ſaid Indenture. But probably there 


was but little Money coined under this 
Commiſſion; for the fourth of September, 
a Proclamation © was iſſued, for making the 
Silver Coin of France, called the Cardecue, 
current at nineteen Pence Halſpenny, which 
his Majeſty received for the Queen's Por- 
tion, and intended to have had new ſtamp'd 
at the Tower; but by Reaſon the Plague 


had taken hold of many of the Workmen 


of the Mint, was prevented ; under Colour 
of this Proclamation, other like Monies,

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which were light, having been imported, 
another Proclamation d was made the twen- 
ty-ſixth of July following, to prohibit the 
Currency of theſe Cardecues. The next 
Year, by a Commiſſion © dated the four- 
teenth of Auguſt, the two Wardens before- 
mentioned, Richard Rogers, Eſq; Comp- 
troller, and Andrew Palmer, Eſq; Aſſay- 
Maſter, or any three of them, were ap- 
pointed Commiſſioners for coining Money 
of Silver and Gold, in ſuch Species as were 
uſually coined in the Mint, with the King's 
Picture, Titles, Arms, and Inſcriptions, as 
formerly they did, till his Majeſty ſhould 
make a further Settling. The Silver to 
make of current Money three Pound ten 
Shillings and Six-pence, and the Crown 
Gold forty-four Pound by Tale, to be de- 
livered by Weight, as was then done : And 
the Warden was to take up for-the King's

the ſame Effect, dated the ſeventh of Sep- 
| tember following, to continue until the In- 


denture intended to be made was fully ef- 
fected. 

This Indenture s is dated the eighth of 
November, in his ſecond Year, with Sir Ro- 
bert Harley, Knight of the Bath, Maſter 
and Worker of the. Monies of Gold and 
Silver, within his Majeſty's Tower of 
London, and. Realm of England, where- 
by a Pound of Gold of the right old 
Standard of England, vis. twenty-three 
Carrats, three Grains and an half fine, and 
half a Grain Allay, was to make forty-four 
Pound ten Shillings Sterling by Tale; in

lings, and Britain Crowns at five Shillings; 
and the Pound of Silver, of the old right 
Standard of the Silver Monies of England, 
namely, eleven Ounces two Penny-weight 
fine, and eighteen Penny-weight Allay, 
to be coined into Pieces of five Shillings, 
the half five Shillings, Shillings, (ſixty-two 
to the Pound Troy,) half Shillings, two Pen- 
ny Pieces, Pennies, and Halfpennies ; and 
the Maſter was to make of every hundred 
Weight of Silver four Pound Weight of 
ſmall Monies, vig. two Pound Weight of 
Two-pences, one Pound and an half of 
Pence, and half a Pound of Half: pence. 
The King was to have for Coinage out of 
every Pound of Gold fifteen Shillings ; of

about the ſame, paying the Moniers two 


Shillings; ſo there remained to the King 


upon every Pound coin'd, nine Shillings 
Sterling 
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Sterling upon fine, and eight Shillings Charles I. 
ſeven Pence upon Crown Gold, and OY 
the Merchants forty-three Pound fifteen 
Shillings. And out of every Pound of 
Silver the King was to have two Shil- 
lings, out of which to the Maſter fourteen 
Pence, whereof the Moniers were to have 
eight Pence; ſo remained to the King ten 
Pence, and to the Bringers three Pound. 
And the Maſter was allowed for Remedy of 
| fine Gold, the eighth Part of a Carrat; for 

Crown Gold, one ſixth Part of a Carrat ; 
and for Silver, two Penny- weight of Silver: 
And over and above the ordinary Price, 
the Moniers and Workers were to be al- 
lowed one Penny of every Pound of Sil- 
yer in Tale, for the better ſizing there- 
of, ſo long as the Monies were well forged 
and coin'd ; and out of the King's Profits 
were to be paid the Salaries, Diet, and 
Fees to the reſpective Officers, Reparations 
of Houſes, and other Incidents. 
In the former Reign we have obſerved, 

the great Quantity of Silver brought into 
Europe upon the Opening the Mines of 
Peru and Mexico, had raiſed the Price of 
Gold, and cauſed it to be exported ; ſo that 
tor two Years, hardly any uſual Payments

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Charles I. were made in Gold: But the Gold, by 


Reaſon of this advanc'd Price, being x. hv 
back, there followed as great a Scarcity of 
Silver. For it had been the Practice for 
ſome Years amongſt the Goldſmiths, to ql 
out“ the weightieſt and beſt Money, (for 
which they gave two Shillings, and ſome- 
times three Shillings, the hundred Pounds) 
to melt and tranſport the ſame, whereby the 
Price of Silver was raiſed above the Value 
it was current for. The King therefore 
appointed Henry Earl of Holland, Ex- 
changer, and by Proclamation, the fifth of 
May, 1627, enjoined all the Laws and 
Statutes againſt Tranſportation of Coin or 
Bullion to be ſtrictly obſerved, and that 
none ſhould melt any of the current Coin. 
And to prevent the Currency of light and

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not be current, but any Perſon to whom Charles I. 
they were offered in Payment, might la w- 
fully brand the fame, by ſtriking a Hole 
through ſuch Pieces, returning them to the 
Owners, and that the ſame ſhould be brought 
to the Mint to de coin'd. | 

And about the Year 1630, the Lord Car- 
tington, by Virtue of a Commiſſion ł under 
the Great Seal, made a moſt advantageous 
Contract with the King of Spain, for bring- 
ing in Silver from thence into England, in 
Engliſo Bottoms; which being landed at 
Dover, one third Part was to be coined in 
the Mint, and the other two Thirds to be 

tranſported with Licence; and above ten 
Millions of Silver was coined upon that 
Contract, from the Year 1630, to 1643. 
Nevertheleſs, in 1632 U, there was ſuch 
Plenty of Gold, and ſuch Scarcity of Silyer, 
that the Drovers and Farmers who brought 
Cattle to Smithfield, would commonly make 
their Bargain to be paid 1n Silver, and it 
was uſual to give Two-pence, and .ſome- 
tires more, to change a twenty Shilling 
Piece full Weight, and moſt People carried 
Scales in their Pockets to weigh Gold. And

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Charles I in Hilary Term 1635, twelve Perſons 
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were fin'd and impriſon'd, ſome of whom 
had carried on this Practice from the Vear 
1621, and for ſeveral Years had culled fifty 
thouſand Pounds yearly, which did pro. 
duce ſeven or eight thoufand Pound a Year, 
heavy Money, Part of which was melted 
down into Ingots, and fold, the reſt fold 
unmelted; ſeveral Aldermen of London n 
were likewiſe accuſed of this Practice, but 
procured the King's Pardon. Theſe Ex- 
amples, it is probable, put a Stop to this 
pernicious Practice at that Time. 

In 1637, a Mint was erected u in the 
Caſtle of Aberu/with, in the County of 
Cardigan in Wales, with proper Officers, to 
be regulated from Time to Time by the 
Warden of his Majeſty's Mint in the Tower,

The Romans are ſuppoſed to have be- 
gun firſt to mine here, (by their Coins diſ- 
covered here) and found Plenty of Lead. 
The Danes and Saxons likewiſe found Lead, 
Cuſtomer Smyth, about the latter End of 
Queen Eligabeth, diſcovered Silver, and 
ſent it up to the Tower of London, with 
great Expence, to be coined, After his 


Death, this Deſign was proſecuted, and 
improved, by Sir Hugh Middleton, Knight, 


coining the Silver at great Charge (as his 
Predeceſſor had done) at the Tower. After 
his Death, Sir Francis Godolphin of Corn- 
wall, Knight, and Thomas Buſhell, Eſq;

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Charles I. undertook the Work; and King Char, 
for their greater Encouragement, granted 


them Power of Coinage at Aberniſey; but 
Sir Francis dying ſoon after, Thomas Buſhell 
proceeded alone, and was conſtituted War. 
den and Maſter of the Mint erected there, 
as has been mentioned: And at laſt theſe 
Mines were fo far improved, as to yield a 
hundred Pounds a Week, beſides Lead, a- 
mounting to half as much. And the Mint 
afterwards proved of great Service to the 
King during the Rebellion. 

In this Reign likewiſe Gerard Malis | 
Merchant?, cauſed divers Workmen to come 
out of Saxony, Brunſwick, and other Places 
of Germany, and tried the Ore of divers 
other Mines, as Slaithborne Mines in Lan- 
caſhire, which yielded four Ounces per 
Hundred, Comb-Martin in Cornwall, and 
Barnſtable in Devonſhire, which yielded 
ten Ounces per Hundred; and at Mrggleſ- 

wicke and Wardel, in the Biſhoprick of 
Durham, which yielded fix or eight Ounces 
per Hundred, of which latter George Duke 
of Buckingham * had a Grant for twenty- 
one Years; from whence, no doubt, he 
thought to draw great Advantage, But

This Nicholas Briot was a Native of 
Lorrain, and ſometime Graver-General of 
the Monies in France, being the moſt able 
Man of his Profeſſion then in Europe; and 
tho' he was not the firſt Inventer of the 
Fly or Mill for coining Money (as he 
pretended) he certainly much improved it, 
and propoſed * the Uſe of it in France, giving 
convincing Proofs of the Perfection of his 
Machine. But not only the Hammer- 
Men, but the Court of Moniers, united 
againſt him: They omitted nothing that 
Art or Malice could invent to oppoſe him, 
And this Combination prevailing, his Pro- 
poſal was rejected. Upon this Diſappoint- 
ment, he came over into England, where 
he met with Encouragement. He was 
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; firſt! made a free Denizen, and by the Charles I. 
| King's Letters Patent, dated the fixteenth 
of December 1628, was authorized to frame 
and engrave the firſt Deſigns and Effigies of 
the King's Image, in ſuch Sizes and Forms, 
as were to ſerve in all Sorts of Coins of Gold 
and Silver; and there is Gold Money of 
| 1630 with his Mark thereon. He like- 
wiſe propoſed * to work the Monies of Gold 
and Silver, with Inſtruments and Preſſes re- 
maining in his Hands, whereby he could 
make and preſs the Money in a more perfect 
Roundneſs, Weight, Figure, and Impreſſion, 
and with leſs Charge, than the ordinary Way 
of Hammering then uſed; whereupon his Ma- 
jeſty was pleas'd, by Warrant, dated the 1 1th 
of February 1629, to refer the ſame for Trial, 
| at his own Charges, the . Officers of the 
| Mint furniſhing him with convenient Lodg- 
ing in the Mint, and delivering him Gold 
| and Silver, to be converted into ſeveral Sorts 
of Gold and Silver Money, as appointed

And whereas at firſt he was to have only a 
Month's Time to teach and exerciſe his 
Men in the Working of Monies, the Time 
was now prolonged, to make Trial of his 
Experience, till the King ſhould fignify his 
Pleaſure to the contrary. Afterwards he 
had a Grant * Officium unius Capitalis Sculp- 
torts Ferrorum monete infra Turrim London, 
dated the 27th of January 1633. And by 
his Means (Le Blanc ſays) the Enghſþ 
made the fineſt Money in the World. He 
likewiſe graved the Stamps for the Scorch 
Money, but does not ſeem to have been 
fully imployed in the Engliſb Mint till his 
Return from Scotland, the firſt Stamp for 
Silver Money bearing Date in 163 5. And 
France might ſtill have been deprived of 
this admirable Invention, if the Chancel- 
lor Seguier had not diſcovered the Tricks

It is ſaid ©, there was levied from the Year 
1641, to 1647, above forty Millions in 
Money; and Money's-worth, and that the 
Parliament raiſed in all upon the Nation, 


during the Courſe of the Civil War, and af- 


terwards, above ninety-five Millions, five 


hundred, and twelve thouſand Pound. 
After the Reſtoration of King Charles, 


Anno 1660, the State's or Commonwealth 
Money was called in, both Gold and Silver, 
and other Money coined, of the ſame Stan- 
dard and Value as his Father's, vis. Crown 
Gold of twenty-two Carrats fine, and Ster-

ſtantly uſed ever ſince. 
The next Thing to be taken into Conſi- 
deration, was the melting down the Coin, 
which had exhauſted the beſt Money, and 
left little elſe than light, clipp'd and coun- 
terfeit Money for the current Uſe of the 
Kingdom. This had been owing, in a great 
Meaſure, to the Inſufficiency of the Laws, 
the Statute of Richard the Second extend- 
ing only to Groats, which were the largeſt 
Silver Coins then in Uſe, whereby the Force 
of the Statute was eluded, and Coins above 
the Value of a Groat were melted down 
by Goldſmiths and others. It was there- 
fore now enacted *, That no Perſon ſhould 
melt any of the iber Money of the Realm, 
under the Penalty of forfeiting Double the 
Value, and fix Months Impriſonment ; and 
if he was a Freeman of any Corporation, 
to be disfranchiſed. But the beſt Security 
againſt this Practice was coining the mull'd 
Money in 1662, which proved more ef- 
fectual than all the Laws that had hitherto 
been made. The next Year, in an Act“ 
for the Encouragement of Trade, it was 
made lawful to export all Sorts of Foreign

enacted, that every Perſon bringing any 
Foreign Coin or Bullion to the Mint to be 
coined, ſhould have the ſame aſſayed and 
melted down, without any Charge or De- 
falcation, and for every Pound Troy of 
Crown Gold, or Sterling Silver, ſhould re- 
ceive the like Weight in coined Money, of - 
Crown or Standard Gold, and of Sterling 
or Standard Silver; and if the Bullion, fo

upon Wines, &c. with a Clauſe for paying 
fix hundred Pound a Year to Dame Bar- 
bara Villiers, who, by Letters Patent dated 
the twentieth of Auguſt, in the twelfth 
Year of his Majeſty's Reign, had a, Grant 
of two Pence by Tale out of every Pound 
Troy of Silver Monies, for twenty-one Years. 
Very great Quantities of Gold and Silver 
was brought to the Mint by Means of this 
Act, which was therefore continued by the 
ſucceeding Princes. 

The firſt Money of King Charles the Se- 
cond, after his Reſtoration, was coined by 
Indenture i with Sir Ralph an to be 
of the ſame Goodneſs as his Father's, both 
for Gold and Silver.

taking away the Brightneſs and Poliſhing : 

So that King Charles may juſtly be led 
Reſtitutor Monetæ, and well deſerved to be 
celebrated by a Medal, as was done, upon 
the like Occaſion, in Honour of Lewis the 
Thirteenth of France, tho' the Uſe of the 
Hammer was not interdicted till the ſecond 
Year of Lewis the Fourteenth, The 
mill'd Money was all of Crown Gold, and 
Sterling Silver, which Standard has ever 
ſince continued. 

Of this firſt mill'd Money in 1662, is a 

very fair Crown Piece, ſomething broader 
than any that followed. It has the King's 
Buſt Laureat, looking to the Left, contrary 
to the hammer'd Money, whereon he looks 
to the Right, like his Father; and from this 
Time it was conſtantly obſerved to make 
the Succeſſor look the contrary Way ; ca- 
ROLVS.

Next Morning he call'd | 
a2 Council, and publiſh'd five Proclamations, 
one of which was, to raiſe ſuch Coins as 
were current in Ireland. Nevertheleſs, in 
three Months he was reduced to ſo great

clipp'd, the better to diſguiſe it. The Na- 
tion ſuffered unſpeakably by this Evil, both 
in carrying on the War, as well as Trade. 
The Supplies raiſed to maintain the Army 
were render'd ineffectual, by the unequal 
Exchange, and exorbitant Premiums, a Louis 
4 Or being, at that Time, worth twenty- 
four Shillings, and a Guinea thirty Shil- 
lings: The Dutch buying our Manufactures 
with Guineas, by which Profit, they were 
able to ſell them abroad cheaper than our 
Merchants: And not only the Dutch, but 
all Europe ſent their Gold hither to buy 
our Goods, and our Silver, at this exorbi- 
tant Price; ſo that the Nation was impo- 
veriſh'd, and in Danger of being undone, 
by Plenty of Gold. 


Melting down and Exporting, had very 


much contributed to leſſen the Silver Specie, 


but Clipping was undoubtedly the principal 
Cauſe, which, during the unſettled State 
of the Nation for fifty Years, had been car- 

ried on with Impunity, by thoſe who drove 
a Trade in exchanging broad Money for 

i clip d 
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clipp'd Money. To prevent this, an Act W. & M. 
was paſſed, whereby, after the firſt of May SO 
1695, none was to take or pay unclipp'd 
Money for more than the Value, or to have 
Filings or Clippings in their Cuſtody, under 
very ſevere Penalties: None but Goldſmiths 
were to ſell Bullion, and the ſame was not 
to be exported but by Certificate, being 
firſt ſtamp'd at Goldſmiths Hall: And in 
Caſe of ſeizing of Bullion intended to be 
exported, the. Onus Probandi was to lie on 
the Claimer. But this had no Effect to 
prevent Clipping, or the Currency of the 
clipp'd Money : For notwithſtanding theſe 
Laws, and many Examples of Juſtice, the 
Evil was fo general, that no ſufficient Re- 
medy could be found® but Recoining. Va- 
rious © were the Opinions upon this Occa- 
ſion, whether to debaſe the Metal, leſſen 
the Weight, or raiſe the Value of the ſeve- 
ral Species of Silver Coin, (as Mr. Lounds 
propoſed) equal to the Price of Silver 
(which was then commonly ſold for fix 
Shillings and three Pence the Ounce) in 
order to keep our Money at Home. But at 
the ſame Time it was Matter of Fact, that

WV. & M. five Shillings and two Pence of good mill'd 
Money, would buy an Qunce of Silver; fo 


that the Difference of the Price did — 
ariſe from the greater Value of the Bullion, 

but the leſſer Value of the Coin. In like 
Manner, with Regard to foreign Countries, 
not the Coin, but the Weight and Fine- 
neſs of the Bullion therein, was regarded 
as the Meaſure of other Commodities. And 


we had no Way of keeping our Money at 


Home, but by out-trading other Na- 
tions; and in that Caſe we ſhould not want 
Money, tho' we had no Coin of our own. 
Upon theſe Conſiderations, the Parliament! 
reſolved to recoin the clipp d Money, ac- 
cording to the eſtabliſhed Standard of the 


Mint both as to Weight and Fineneſs, and 
that the Loſs of ſuch clipp'd Money ſhould 


be born by the Publick. A 7 

As to the Method to be obſerved in this 
Recoinage, it was enacted 5, Firſt, That the 
clipp'd Money in the Exchequer ſhould be 
told, weighed, and delivered to the Mint 


to be coin'd, according to Indenture ; the 


Charge of Coinage not to exceed fourteen 
Pence in the Pound. That the Receivers 
of the Revenue ſhould take the clipp'd Mo-

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ney in Payment, till the fourth of May W. & N. 
1696, though of a coarſer Allay than Stan- 
dard, the fame not evidently appearing to 
be Copper, or baſe Metal, or waſh'd with 
Silver only; which they were to pay into the 
Exchequer by the twenty-fourth of June, 
from whence it was to be ſent to the Tower 
to be recoined, and upon every hundred 
Pound Weight Troy, forty Pounds was to 
be coin'd into Shillings, and ten Pounds 
Weight into Sixpences. In the mean Time, 
bammer'd Money having both Rings, or 
the greateſt Part of the Letters appearing 
thereon, was to be current, being punch'd 
through, and if clipp'd afterwards, not to 
be received or paid by Tale, under For- 
feiture ; and Six-pences not clipp'd within 
the inner Ring, to be current, being Ster- 
ling Silver: And the Duty“ upon Houſes 
and Paper, was appropriated to make good 
the Deficiency on the Recoinage. 

This Proviſion by Law to receive the 
clipp'd Money, was the greateſt Encourage- 
ment to promote Clipping, and gave the 
Clippers all the Advantages they conld de- 
fire, making the Crime more general ; for. 
now they were ſure of a Market for their 
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olipp'd Money; fo that what had been 
hoarded, and hitherto eſcaped the Shears, 
now underwent the ſame Fate: And it i 


not improbable, that more was clipp'd and 


reclipp'd upon this general Licence, than 
had been before, it being too commonly 
thought no Crime to cheat the Publick: 
And when the new Money firſt came out, 
the Difference i between that and the old 
hammer'd Money, allowed to be current, 
ſent a great deal into the Melting Pot, or 
abroad to purchaſe Gold, which was ſuch a 
profitable Commodity. 

The Want of Coin ſtill ſubſiſting“ it was 
thought neceſſary to give Encouragement 
to bring in mill'd Money, broad unclipp'd 


Money, or wrought Plate, and to prohibit 


the Melting or Exporting any Coin or 


Bullion, or the Uſe of Plate in Publick- 


Houſes; which laſt had a good Effect, and 
brought a great Deal of Bullion to the 
Mint. 

In the mean Time a Paper - Prop ſup- 


| ported the State, whilſt its Silver Pillars were 


removed, which laid the Foundation of 
our Paper Credit: But there was Gold too 
much, Neceſſity giving a Currency to Gui-

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neas, till Silver was ſupplied; and as ſoon W. & M. 
as this was done in ſome Meaſure, Gui- 
neas were lowered to twenty-five Shillings, 
after the twenty-fifth of March 1696, and 
Half. Guineas, double Guineas, and Five- 
Pound Pieces in Proportion, under a Pe- 
nalty, but not compelling any one to re- 


| ceive them at that Price. An Act ! was 


likewiſe paſſed for taking off the Obliga- 
tion for coining Guineas, from the ſecond 
of March 169 5, till the firſt of January 
following, during which Time no Guineas 
were to be coined at the Mint, and they 
were alſo forbid to be imported. The 
tenth of April 1696, they were brought 
down to twenty-two Shillings, and being 
now reduced fo near the Standard, and the 
Nation better ſtock'd with the new Silver 
Money, Guineas were again coin'd, and it 
was made lawful to import the ſame:

But great 
Inconveniencies are found by the Currency 
of Foreign Gold, the heavieſt being ſold by 
Weight, and melted or filed, the lighteſt only 
being current. It is likewiſe very frequently 
counterfeited, which is not ſo eaſily diſco- 
vered as in our own Money. Thus we ſuf- 
fer all the Inconveniencies of bad Money, 
though we have good; and, which is very 
unreaſonable, People are oblig'd (by Ne-

The Half-Crowns are not ſo bad, 
but then they are not ſo common; the lat- 
ter ones, ſince King William, being moſt of 
them melted or tranſported; and Crowns 
ſeem to have anſwered no other End ; they 
diſappear as ſoon as coin'd ; and, indeed 
are too burdenſome for 3 Uſe, two 
Half-Crowns better anſwering the Purpoſe.
